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Rewald's CIA Link Established; 
FBI Takes Classified Documents 




'Mystery Woman' 
Sought in Bankruptcy

With acknowledgment by the 
U S Attorney’.s office yesterday 
that some ' classified' docu- 
ments were found in Bishop, 
Baldwin. Rewald. Dillingham & 
Wongs files, discussions have 
now changed from “whether” 
Ronald R. Rewald worked for 
the CIA to how extensive his 
involvement with the agency 
was. 

U S- Judge Martin Pence yes- 
terday appointed an FBI agent 
with national security clearance 
to lake custody of six packets of 
classified documents found by 
CIA and FBI agents who sifted 
through a mountain of records 
from the company. 

Pence also ordered bankrupt- 
cy trustee Thomas Hayes to 
turn over any copies of a’ classi- 
fied document "presently in his 
possession " and for Rewald s 
attorney. Brook Hart, to turn 
over any copies of classified 
material he might have. 

Hayes said he would turn 


over the document, which is a 
letter Rewald sent earlier this 
year to Jack Rardin. head of the 
CI.-\ office here. 

In the letter. Rewald asked 
that the CIA intervene in an 
Internal Revenue Service inves- 
tigation of Rewald's tax liabil- 
ities. pointing out that the inves- 
tigation would hurt Rewald's 
.“cover, ■■ Hayes said. 

H.AYES SAID the fetter wras 
“something the CIA had obvi- 
ously missed." when agents 
went through the files three 
weeks ago. Hayes found the let- 
ter after all of the records were 
returned to him. He gave the 
original letter to the CI.A re- 
viewing team on Aug. 24, he 
said, but kept a copy of it. 

Hayes said he believes Rewald 
was merely a "bit player” for 
the CIA and that the company 
may have been used as a CIA 
"mail drop." 

Rewald is under criminal 
investigation by the IRS, and a 
federal magistrate recently gave 
IRS investigators the power to 


seize Rewald's financial records. 

Hayes said Rewald's CIA con- 
nection has nothing to do with 
the fact that he apparently mis- 
used millions of dollars of inves- 
tors' money. 

"There is nothing in the letter 
that would indicate any link be- 
tween his role as a CIA mail 
drop and any of his activities 
involving investors,” Hayes said 
yesterday. 

Police sources who have been 
investigating Rewald and his 
bankrupt company also have 
said they suspect Rewald only 
had a minor role with the CIA, 
possibly passing information on' 
to John Kindschi. the former 
head of the CIA office here who 
worked as one of Rewald’s con- 
sultants after retiring. 

BUT A FORMER consultant to 
Rewald. who asked not to be 
named because of possible pend- 
ing litigation, saia he believes 
Rewald had a more important 
role. He said classified informa-

The former office manager of 
Ronald R. Rewald's bankrupt in- 
vestment company remains a 
somewhat mysterious figure in 
the unfolding tale of Bishop, 
Baldwin. Rewald. Dillingham & 
Wong. 

Sue Wilson, a .35-year-old 
divorcee, has been described by 
people within the company as 
Rewald's “risht-hand man" 

It was Wilson who signed a 
large number of the checks 
drawn from the investors' ac- 
counts. many of which went to 
pay for Rewald's personal ex- 
penses. Wilson also was in 
charge of the daily flow of 
money in and out of the compa- 
ny. 

It is also Wilson who was 
named in court as having liqui- 
dated possibly SI million in 
stocks from the McCormick 
trust, a muiti-million dollar trust 
fund that Rewald had transfer- 


red from Mellon Bank Pitt 
burgh to his control last 

Wilson had power of ati,^cni 
over the trust, bankruptcy tru* 
ee Thomas Hayes has said. 

AND IN LIGHT of Rewald 
connection to the CI.A. Wiisc 
also has come under scrutir 
because of her own possible tit 
to a government agency. 

Sources close to the case ha\ 
said Wilson at one time worke 
for the National Security Agei 
cy, an agency of the Defens 
Department The National St 
curity .Agency is headquartere 
at Fort Meade, Md.. near Ball 
more, where Wilson was bor 
and lived before coming to Hi 
wait. According to a governmei 
information directorv. the Ni 
tional Securtt\ Agenc* idvist 
the president on matt of si 
curity and collects in4..matia 
on national defense.
